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A NOVEL QUESTION,
————— o
How Long Can a Beheaded Man Live
and Move?

Recently there has been much ar-
gument aiming to prove that the de-
capitation of criminals is the most
cruel form possible of inflicting the
death sentence. Some of the pro-
notinced opponents of this form. of
capital punishment declared that the
eirculation of blood in the severed
head did not cease for three hours,
and that during that period the head
could gee, hear and amell. Dr. Wurm,
a German expert, has felt moved to
reply to these statements, says the
New York Press. He says that he
handled many heads of decapitated
criminals, and that there is not the
least doubt possible as to the fact of
absolute death.

“Immediatelyafter the execution,”
he says, “the heads were pale, entire-
ly. bloodless and absolutely without
life. Not even reflex actions could be
produced, and only for a short period
could the galvanic current produce
them. But a most interesting inquiry
would be that of remaining spinal en-
ergy in the decapitated body. Be-
headed frogs, chickens, ducks and
even rabbits have been known to
carry out independent movements,
such as scratching of an irritated
spot, jerking away an extremity when
it was pinched and going through the
motions of running, swimming and
jumping. Apropos of this, Dr. Wurm
quotes this queer tale in a book pub-
lished in 1688 in Hamburg, entitled
“Greater Things in the World, or
So-Called Relations Cluriosae,”

“Emperor Ludwig, of Bavaria, in
1337 sentenced Sir Dietz, of Schaus
enburg, with four squires, to death
for freebooting. At the place of ex-
ecution Sir Dietz begged the judges
to put him and his squires into a row,
man one foot from the next.

Rev. J. K. Bacon, of Engllnd, has
invented a dot and dash system for the"
purposes of signaling from & balloon, | ®
and has recently been carrying out
some interesting and exhaustive ex-
periments from the car of a balloon
to endeavor to establish communica-
tion with the earth beneath. He as-
cended, in company with two other
acronauts, to a height of 2,000 feet.
Suspended at the end of a wire some
300 feet helow the car was a largeJ
cracker, guch as is employed in pyro-
technie displays. This cracker was
fired from the car by the passage of-
an electric current. The aeronauts
observed the flash and then timed the
seconds that elapsed befnrc the echo
was hard. About five «cconds passed
and then reverberating i10lls of thun-
der were distinguighed, 1:sting some
20 seconds.- The noise, owing to the
clear, rarified atmosphere at that
height, was deafening. The balloon,
at a height of 6,600 feet, then drifted
over Aldershot, and attempts were
made to communicate with the mili-
tary camp beneath. Slung below the
car was a concertina-shaped contriv-
ance, controlled from the car by
strings. These were suddenly jerked
in a manner similar to that in which
a telegraph operator actuates his key,
and loud, intermittent sounds were
transmitted from the instrument.
Owing to the tendency of sound to
travel upward, some time elapsed be-
fore the signals reached the earth be-
low, and then the soldiers transmit-
ted their replies by means of the heli-
ograph.  Once the communication
had been established, no difficulty was
experienced in the transmission of
the signals. The aeronauts, however,
were puzzled somewhat in reading the
bright he]mwraph flashes at that alti-
tude, owing to the flashes following
each- other somewhat rapidly.—Sci-
entific American.
